
GETTING READY AT MEMPHIS. 



Memphis, Tenn., March 23.— Over 500 horses 
are now at Montgomery Park and applications 
for stalls for some 300 more have been denied. 
Secretary Macfarlan wishes all bookmakers to 
understand that booking at tbo coming meeting 
will be free to all who care to draw in at the 
customary rate. 

. The horses are going great guns at the track. 
Ornament did a mile in 1 :46, in such a manner 
as to make the lookors-on think he could do it 
in 1 :42. Algol worked six furlongs in 1 :17, keep- 
ing in the center of the track all the route, with 
Trainer Walker stopping him through the 
stretch. Lieber Karl negotiated a mile in 1 :46i 
the morning of March 20. Meadowthorpe was 
his running mate for the last seven-eighths, but 
Lieber Karl could not be pulled to him. 

Eleanor Holmes showed a mile in l:45i; Good 
Times breezed a mile in 1 :48; he looks good and 
is a sure starter in the Montgomery Handicap; 
•Goodrich, Laudeman’s Derby candidate, 
worked three-quarters in 1:18 handily; Harry 
Duke worked five furlongs in 1 :02; Ulysses six 
furlongs in 1 :18; Opaque a half in 494. 

Belle of Memphis, Linda, Buckvidere, Laure- 
ate, Macy, Marquise, Tom Collins . and Dr. 
Walmsley, all Montgomery Handicap candi- 
dates, are out daily for strong gallops or slow 
work. 

The two-year-olds are showing remarkably 
••well, halves in 50 and 51 seconds are about their 
clip, and when the track, which is necessarily 
slow because of its sandy soil, is taken into 
cpnsideration, such work is considered good. 
Before Fervor was shipped to New Orleans the 
best he could do was a mile in 1 :46i, yet he ran 
the first mile of his race in 1 :40i.

PRESBYTERIAN’S DERBY. 



The result of the Crescent City Derby does 
•not go far towards clearing up the western 
3-year-old problem. About all that it does do is 
to apparently strip Isabey of all pretentions to 
derby form. It was no disgrace to be beaten by 
such a smart young horse as Presbyterian, but 
to finish behind Joe Shelby and Dinsmore puts 
him, for the present at least, in the selling plate 
division. 

Presbyterian’s victory adds emphasis to the 
rosy prospects of the powerful Schorr stable. 
It appears to be only a matter of its horses re- 
maining in good health and condition for it to 
close the season with the lion’s share of western 
turf honors. The real surprise of the race was 
the good performance of Dave Waldo’s home- 
bred Joe Shelby. He is probably better than he 
has been rated. 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The latest English mail brings intelligence of 
the death of Orlando Charles George Bridgman, 
third Earl of Bradford and one of the pillars of 
the British turf. He was born in 1819, and had 
almost completed his eightieth year, when he 
passed away on March 9 at Weston Park, Shrop- 
^shire. Lord Bradford became identified with 
racing about 1853, but it was not until 
1879 that his colors were prominent in im- 
portant events. In that year he had marked 
success with Chippendale, who beat Palmbearer 
at Liverpool, after the latter had run second to 
Sir Bevys for the Derby. Chippendale also won 
the Ascot Derby, the Hardwicke Stakes, the 
Great Metropolitan and the Cesarewitch. In 
1879 Lord Bradford won $40,000, mostly 
through Chippendale and almost duplicated 
that sum in 1880, with the additional assist- 
ance of Zealot, Zucchero, Retreat, Grey 



Hen and other noted performers of their 
day. In 1882 the Bradford jacket was 
carried conspicuously by Quicklime, who ran 
second to Shotover in the Derby and won the 
Epsom Grand Prize at the same meeting, as well 
as the Prince of Wales’ Stakes at Ascot, The 
Earl’s winnings in that year footed up .$60,000, 
half of which was credited to Quicklime. 
During the subsequent decade the Brad- 
ford stud was more noted for breeding 
than racing, but there was a brilliant 
exception as recently as 1892, when his Lord- 
ship’s Sir Hugo beat the noted “charity mare,” 
La Fleche, for the Derby. The late Earl held 
high oflBce at different times, being successively 
Vice-Chamberlain, Lord Chamberlain, Master 
of the Horse, and Lord Lieutenant for Shrop- 
shire. He is succeeded by his eldest son. Lord 
Newport. — New York Sun. 

Eddie Jones, the jockey ruled off the turf in 
connection with the latest turf scandal at San 
Francisco, is well known to St. Louis turfites, 
having ridden here two years ago for Burns & 
Waterhouse. Last season Dr. Bernays brought 
the lad from California, but turned him loose 
when he heard that Jones was under suspicion 
for several rides. At the time the name of a 
certain prominent bookmaker hailing from Cal- 
ifornia was connected with the matter. Jones 
had signed to ride this season for George C. 
Bennett, the well-known Memphis turfman, who 
owns Damocles, Gath, Eitholin, Jane and other 
winners. Jones married Dr. H. E. Rowell’s 
daughter several months ago under romantic cir- 
cumstances. While riding for Dr. Rowell, Jones 
met his daughter, and eventually asked her 
father for her hand in marriage. Dr. Rowell 
entered his bread-winner, Satsuma, and told 
Jones that if he won on the horse he could have 
his daughter. Jones rode Satsuma to victory, 
and was married to Miss Rowell shortly after- 
ward. — St. Louis Republic.
